At Village Hall here., it's all in the family

It's all in the family at Wheeling vil- 


lage hall, a survey of village personnel 
reveals. 


There are at least 12 family relation- 


ships tying at least 23 village employes, 
commissioners and present or former 
board members to someone else in vil- 
lage government, according to a survey 
by The Herald. 


In some cases, the family ties are dis- 


tant, Trustee Bon Bruhn, for example, Is 
a distant cousin of Vern Nystrom, chair- 
man of the police and fire commission. 
"It's an uncle of an uncle of an uncle of 
an uncle," Nystrom said. 


O t h e r relationships, however, are 


much closer. Nystrom's wife, Donna, for 
example, is the secretary to Fire Chief 
Bemhardt Koeppen, whose department's 
firefighting personnel are governed by 
Nystron's Commission. 


ALL VILLAGE DEPARTMENTS can 


boast of at least one employe who has a 
relative in another section of village op- 
erations. The highest concentration is in 
the fire and police departments, with 
each having five employes related to 
someone else in Wheeling government. 


Among the list of relatives is George 


Rnupp, public works employe, who is 
both the brother-in-law and distant cous- 
in of Administrative Asst. M. 0. Horcher. 
The wives of Raupp and Horcher are sis- 
ters. 


August Lockefeer, head of the water 


department, is the uncle of Desere Smet, 


member of the village plan commission. 
Don Allison, another public works em- 
ploye, is the son of Marge Allison, who 
was recently hired as a records clerk in 
the police department. Mrs. Allison is 
also active in the Wheeling Township 
Democratic Party. 


A second records clerk, Lynnette Va- 


lenza, is the daughter of former trustee 
Michael Valenza. Valenza was still 
serving as a trustee when his daughter 
applied for the position. He was later ap- 
pointed chairman of the environmental 
commission, bur resigned after pleading 
guilty to federal charges of conspiring to 
extort $1,700 of furniture from Wickes, 
Inc. He is scheduled to be sentenced Fri- 
day. 


ALSO IN THE POLICE department is 


P a t r o l m a n Roger Strieker, former 
trustee and director of public safety, who 
is the brother-in-law of Bob Kaminski of 
the building department. Kaminski was 
recently named acting building director, 
assuming the responsibilities of William 
Bieber who is on leave of absence await- 
ing trial for extortion, conspiracy, per- 
jury and filing a false income tax return. 


Although police and fire department 


positions are determined through a civil 
service-type exam procedure, two sets of 
brothers have passed the exams given by 
the police and {k&commissionr€larence 
Trausch and BUI Hoos are members of 
the police department, while their broth- 
ers Bob Trausch and Bob Hoos are fire- 
men. 


Likewise, Jerry Koeppen, nephew of 


Chief Koeppen, is a member of the fire 
department. 


In the clerk's office, Judy Kulpins is 


the wife of Ray Kulpins, member of the 
electrical commission. Village Clerk Eve- 
lyn Diens' husband, Walter, serves on 
the police pension board. 


TWO PUBLIC WORKS employes are 


related to James Stavros, former Wheel- 
ing Township Democratic committeeman 
who has pleaded guilty to federal charges 
of extorting $92,000 from three Wheeling 
developers. 


Stavros, a behind-the-scenes influence 


in village government, admitted when he 
pleaded guilty that he had the power to 
prevent the developers from building 
through his control over village officials. 


Dennis Mikosz, who is responsible for 


municipal and building maintenance, is 
married to Stavros' niece. Tony Stavros, 
a public works employe, is Stavros' 
nephew. 


Village Mgr. George Passolt said he 


had been aware of many of the family 
relationships but acknowledged that 
some of the ones disclosed in The Herald 
survey were new to him. 


HE SAID THE VILLAGE has no policy 


against nepotism except for a rule pro- 


relatives. "Th"e' large'numtjeV of relatives 
is not unusual "when you are talking 
about a village and people who have

Businessmen 
complain 
about pub 


Storekeepers from Lynn Plaza brought 


their complaints about a member busi- 
ness, the MacArthur Park Pub, to 
Wheeling Liquor Comr. Ted C. Scanlon 
Saturday. 


Scanlon, who is also village president, 


apparently told the storeowners the pub 
owners have promised to "straighten ev- 
erything out." 


Although Scanlon would not discuss the 


meeting as late as Monday afternoon, 
one atoreowner said the storeowners 
were mainly concerned about the image 
the pub gave the center, the dirty park- 
Ing lot and noise from the pub. "Mainly 
the merchants are concerned that this 
retain itself as the major family shop- 
ping center in the village," said Hugh 
Sommerfeld, owner of Katz Shoes. 


"This is a family shopping center, and 


you've got a bar that has an image for 
young people, and there has 'been so 
rowdiness," Sommerfeld said. 


THE "ROWDINESS" Sommerfeld re- 


ferred to includes more than a half dozen 
fights which police have been called to 
quell in the last half year. Two of the 
fights occurred within the past three 
weeks. 


The complaints about the parking lot 


include vomit, broken beer bottles and 
cans, Sommerfeld said. And the store, 
Whims 'n' Words has been having noise 
problems because the pub's Jukebox is 
against their common wall, he added. 


The shopkeepers are to continue re- 


porting their problems with the pub to 
Scanlon, Sommerfeld said. 


Scanlon also has met recently with the 


pub's two listed owners, Geraldine Amo- 
roso and Marilyn Esposito. Last fall, 
Scanlon threatened to revoke the tav- 
ern's liquor license if the disturbances 
continue.

Expansion of services ahead? 


Bargaining teams for the Dist. 21 


school board and Wheeling Faculty Coun- 
cil Monday reached agreement on the 
1974-75 contract for local teachers. Dist. 
21 Assoc. Supt. John Berger, represent- 
ing the school board in the talks, refused 
to comment on the terms of the contract. 
Berger said only that the two negotiating 
teams had agreed on a general package. 


The associate superintendent said de- 


tails on the contract would be released 
after the package is presented to the 
school board and to the faculty council. 
The teacher's group is reportedly sched- 
uled to meet to discuss the agreement 


and vote on whether to accept it Thurs- 
day. 


Monday's settlement came exactly one 


week after the faculty council declared 
an impasse in the talks, refusing a 12 
per cent pay increase offered by the 
school board. The teachers bad re- 
quested a 12.2 per cent pay hike, plus a 
$50 increase in the annual salaries paid 
to local instructors for supervising extra- 
curricular activities. 


At the encouragement of Dist. 21 su- 


perintendent Kenneth Gill, the teachers 
agreed to return to the bargaining table 
last Wednesday, where new proposals 
were exchanged. 


Omni-House planning 
for 975 program needs

Omni-House: Youth Services Bureau, 


Wheeling, is in the process of planning 
and budgeting for next year, with an eye 
on expanding the services of the local 
counseling agency. 


Although Omni-House receives most of 


its local support from Wheeling and Buf- 
falo Grove, the bureau also serves Ar- 
lington Heights, Mount Prospect and 
Prospect Heights. 


"Our emphasis win continue to be on 


programs to benefit youth and the rest of 
the community," said Peter Digre, 
Onmi-House executive director. He proj- 
ects a 1974-75 budget of about $187,000, up 
$14,000 from the current $173,000. 


By increasing next year's budget, 


Digre said the agency hopes to expand 
several programs and add some new ser- 
vices. 


ONE OF THE PROGRAMS that will 


probably be expanded is the outreach 
group activities. Omni-House organized 
22 outreach groups at London, Cooper 
and Holmes junior high schools in Dist. 
21, MacArthur Junior High School, Pros- 
pect Heights, Dist. 23 and at Wheeling 
and Hersey high schools this year. The 
groups, under the supervision of Onmi- 
House counselors, plan and participate in 
a variety of recreational activities. 


Several of the outreach groups will' 


stay together this summer and plan 
camping trips around the Midwest and to 
Canada. Because of the great response to 
the outreach groups program, Digre said 
Omni-House will attempt to establish 
more groups at area schools next fall. 


Family counseling programs will be 


expanded next year, Digre said, and the 
agency may provide crisis intervention 
training for area police departments. 


Watch commanders and sergeants in 


the Buffalo Grove Police Department 
recently completed a 30-hour training 
program conducted by Onmi-House and 
the Northwest Center for Human Re- 
sources. Digre said the agency will re- 
spond to requests from other police de- 
partments for similar training. 


A community services program for 


area high school students also will prob- 
ably be expanded, Digre said. 


Since January, Wheeling High School 


students have been working in local Dist. 
21 elementary schools, at the Wheeling 
village hall, Addolorata Villa and various 
small businesses for about an hour each 
day. The students receive credit for the 
work which is intended to give them op- 
portunities to learn about various ca- 
reers. 


NEXT YEAR, Digre said Buffalo 


Grove High School students will also be 
able to take advantage of the program. 


"The purpose of/ the program is to tie 


education into concrete experiences," he 
commented. "It's also an opportunity to 
integrate kids into productive roles in the 
community." 


The counseling center is also consid- 


ering operating a youth employment 
agency to help local teens find summer 
jobs and a new program to provide rec- 
reation for youngsters in local apartment 
complexes. 


Digre said financially, the agency is 


finishing its second year of operation in 
good shape. 


"We worked out head off to raise over 


$100,000 to make it this year," Digre 
said. "It hasn't been easy, but it looks as 
though we're going to survive." 


THE LARGE AMOUNT of local fund 


raising has been necessary and will be 
even more important next year because 
the Illinois Law Enforcement Commi<=-

Abandoned shop carts 
worry village officials 


Wheeling officials are considering a 


variety of methods to control the large 
number of shopping carts taken from lo- 
cal stores. 


The trustees said the shopping carts t 


are a nuisance because they are aban- 
doned in vacant lots or dumped in the 
creek. 


"We've got to do something to get rid 


of them because it is irritating to see 
them lying around," Trustee Al Lang 
said. 


The proposals under study range from 


installing posts or a fence at the en- 
trance of the stores to initiating a $25 
fine for persons caught with the carts. 


Trustee Don Jackson suggested that 


the local stores begin a raffle, with 
youngsters returning the carts being eli- 
gible for the drawing. He said this way 
the stores could use the youngsters to 
retrieve the carts by providing an in- 
centive. 


ESTHER DAVIS, chairman of (he 


beautification committee, said the village 
could bring pressure to bear on the local 


stores by reporting them to their insur- 
ance companies. She said the insurance 
firms might raise their rates if the local 
stores are found negligent in watching 
the carts. 


Trustee Al Lang suggested the village 


might begin licensing the carts for $2 
each, which would provide the village 
with some control over the carts. 


The trustees, however, seemed most 


favorable to the idea of installing a bar- 
rier around the store entrances to pre- 
vent shoppers from taking the carts with 
them. "They have a lot of those in the 
city, and they work," said Trustee Ed 
Berger. 


Village Mgr. George Passolt said the 


carts are a periodic problem. "It kind of 
runs in spurts," he said. "I follow it, and 
every now and then when we get some 
problems I meet with the storeowners." 


The manager said he will investigate 


the various methods proposed ,by the 
trustees, and will submit a report to the 
board. 
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Suburban digest 
Officials weigh 
unit-school study 


School officiate reacted skeptically Monday to the feasibility 


study for unit school districts in Schaumburg and Palatine 
townships. The study, unveiled Friday by a team of Northern 
Illinois University professors, is now being reviewed by the 
school organization division of the state superintendent of 
public instruction's office. "There is nothing in the study that 
tells me education will be improved for any unit district," 
said Gordon Thoren, board president of Schaumburg Town- 
ship Dist. 54. "I don't understand the need for or benefit for 
community identification. School identity is the greatest thing 
going. We'll have that whatever the organization." 


Meanwhile, a committee seeking to form a unit district for 


the portions of Dist. 54 in Schaumburg, Elk Grove Village, 
Rolling Meadows and Hanover Park, "does not want to rail- 
road this thing through," said James Blankenship, committee 
chairman, "We want everyone informed about what we in- 
tend to do," he said.

The women, all exotic 
dancers at the Upstairs Lounge of the Dolphin Motel, 8550 
Gold Rd., faced a total of five counts charging them with 
performing obscene dances. Asst. State's Atty. John B. 
Adams said guilty verdicts returned last month against the 
husband of the lounge owner and two other dancers "accom- 
plished what we wanted to in the case." Julius Echeles, attor- 
ney for the lounge, objected to the dismissal. "The girls will 
keep on dancing and the police will just have to keep arrest- 
ing them until we get a jury trial," Echeles said Monday. 


Honeytvell blase probed 


The Illinois Dept. of Labor is investigating the May 2 


chemical accident at Honeywell Inc., 1500 W. Dundee Rd., 
Arlington Heights, that sent 26 persons to Northwest Commu- 
nity Hospital for emergency treatment. A spokesman for the 
labor department's industrial hygiene unit said Monday he 
did not know whether the company would be cited for negli- 
gence in the incident. Six hundred employes were evacuated 
from Honeywell, but no one was seriously injured by the toxic 
fumes which filled the plant area.

Legislators contacted Monday said 


they expected House Speaker W. Robert 
Blair, RPark Forest, to call has propos- 
als on a Regional Transportation Author- 
ity for proposed amendments. 


Some legislators who have supported 


Blair's changes in the RTA, however, in- 
dicated that the speaker might avoid 
calling his bills for "second reading" if 
he is not yet sure that some of the pro- 
posals will succeed. 


SINCE THE MARCH 19 referendum, in 


which voters from Blair's Will County 
district and other suburban areas voted 
strongly against the current RTA plan, 
Blair has introduced amendments which 
wouW significantly revise the mass tran- 
sit authority, and probably lead to its de- 
mise. 


Chief among 'his proposals is one which 


would allow county boards in the five 
counties bordering Cook County to "opt 
out" of RTA. He has since indicated that 


he would accept an amendment to that 
plan presented by Rep. Giddy Dyer, 
R-Hinsdale, to leave the "opt-out" deci- 
sion to countywide referendums rather 
than to the county boards. 


There are, however, a baker's dozen of 


other pending amendments, several of 
which Blair does not want attached to his 
bill. 


AMONG THEM IS one by Rep. Eugene 


F. Schlickman, (R-Arlington Heights), 
which would eliminate the "opt out" pro- 
vision. Although Schlickman opposed the 
RTA package approved by the voters of 
the entire six-county region, he favors 
the regional transit concept and argues 
now that allowing individual counties — 
or suburban Cook County — to withdraw 
from RTA would scuttle the program for 
"years, if not decades." 


While Blair's bill contains other provi- 


sions which he says would strengthen the 
RTA plan and perhaps persuade the out- 
lying counties to remain in the program, 
most observers expect that the "collar 
counties" would promptly withdraw. 


Blair is seen by many as fearing retri- 


bution by the voters in his district in No- 
vember unless he succeeds in dis- 
mantling the RTA plan which he helped 
to draft.

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Probe 2-gun RFK assassination theory 


Los Angeles County Coroner Thomas Noguchi and two bal- 


listic experts yesterday raised doubts over matching bullets 
that killed Sen. Robert F. Kennedy to the gun wielded by 
Slrhan B. Strhan, his convicted killer. Noguchi, at a hearing 
called to look into the controversial two-gun theory con- 
cerning the assassination, said the fatal shots were fired at 
point-blank range and not from where witnesses placed Sir- 
han. The ballistics experts said a bullet taken from Kennedy's 
back did not match one which hit a bystander. 


New York bank probes $14 million loss 
Franklin National Bank in New York and its parent firm, 


Franklin New York Corp., yesterday fired the bank's president 
and accepted the resignation of its executive vice chairman as 
officials attempted to cope with the loss of at least $14 million 
through unauthorized transactions in foreign currencies. The 
shakeup came during a directors' meeting considering the 
bank's tangled financial problems. 


5 extremely dangerous men at large 


Authorities at Michigan's main institution for the criminally 


insane in Ypsllanti, Mich., tightened security yesterday after 
two weekend escapes that left five "extremely dangerous" 
men at large Police captured seven other escaped prisoners 
as they hitchhiked near the Ohio border.

Court: Mitchell wiretaps illegal 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - The Supreme 


Court ruled unanimously Monday that 
the Justice Department repeatedly vio- 
lated federal wiretap laws when John N. 
Mitchell was attorney general. The ac- 
tion probably means acquittal for hun- 
dreds of narcotics and gambling defend- 
ants. 


The 9-0 decision came in one of two 


challenges to wiretapping procedures 
carried out in 1969 and 1970 when Mit- 
chell headed the Justice Department. In 
the second case, the Court ruled 5 to 4 
(bat another aspect of the procedures 
was not illegal. 


The decisions hinged on interpretation 


of the Omnibus Crime Control Act of 


1968, which requires authorization by the 
U.S. attorney general or a "specially 
designated" assistant attorney general 
before a wiretap. Many of Mitchell's au- 
thorizations were issued by his executive 
assistant, Sol Undenbaum. 


Justice Byron R. White, writing the 


unanimous opinion in the first case in- 
volving a narcotics prosecution in Balti- 
more, said "plainly enough, the execu- 
tive assistant is neither the attorney gen- 
eral nor a specially designated assistant 
attorney general." 


He rejected the government's argu- 


ment that the law vests all the Justice 
Department's functions in the attorney 
general, who then delegates them appro- 


priately. The department argued that at 
worst it had committed only "harmless 
error." 


The department originally told the 


Court that about 1,430 persons are in- 
volved in a series of cases — primarily 
i n v o l v i n g narcotics and gambling 
charges — held up for a final decision on 
the wiretap issue. 


White also wrote the opinion in the 5-4 


ruling that it was not a violation of the 
law for the assistant attorney general to 
issue wiretap authorizations to U.S. at- 
torneys in the field.

the need for fairness, and touched off 
similar pleas from other senators of both 


The formal impeachment process of

Call for truck strike 'coughs, sputters9

The country's independent truck driv- 


ers Monday all but ignored a call for a 
nationwide strike to force a rollback in 
fuel prices and an increase in the 55- 
mile-per-hour speed limit. 


The strike resulted in some violence in 


Pennsylvania but had almost no effect on 


truck traffic in that state, regarded as 
the focal point in the truckers' pro- 
test. 


Strike coordinators said truck traffic 


was "down appreciably" x in Utah and 
about 80% effective in Montana and 
Colorado, but elsewhere across the coun- 
try the situation was reported normal. 


Divorce to stay in Italy 


ROME (UPI) - Italian voters Mon- 


day rejected a joint Vatican-Christian 
Democrat attempt to repeal the law per- 
mitting divorce despite entreaties from 
Pope Paul VI and warnings the outcome 
could help bring Communists into the 
government. 


With 87 per cent of the votes from the 


two-day national referendum counted, 
opponents to the repeal of the three-year- 
old divorce law held a solid 59.1 to 40.9 
per cent lead over those favoring aboli- 
tion of the law. 


The results represented the first defeat 


at the polls for the Christian Democrats 


in their history of postwar dominance of 
Italian politics. It also was the worst set- 
back for the Roman Catholic church in 
Italian political affairs since Italian 
troops chased Pope Pius IX to the-Vati- 
can, ending the church's temporal power 
in 1870. 


Politicians said the defeat of the di- 


vorce referendum would likely prompt 
the resignation of the government of 
Prime Minister Mariano Rumor. Some 
politicians predicted the Christian Demo- 
crats may turn to the Communists to 
forge a historic compromise" in form- 
ing a new government. 


Utah state police denied the strike had 
any significant effect in the state. 


Illinois state police and leaders of the 


independent Midwest Truckers Assn. 
said Monday that truck traffic was nor- 
mal throughout the state. 


The cai for a nationwide truck shut- 


down, scheduled to have started Sunday 
midnight, was issued by Overdrive 
magazine, an independent truckers' pub- 
lication. Its editor, Michael Parkhurst, 
had predicted more than 90,000 drivers 
would take part. 


In addition to lower fuel prices and 


higher speed limits, Parkhurst said, the 
truckers sought an audit of oil company 
books and the right for small truckers to 
haul manufactured goods in competition 
with the big trucking companies. 


In Washington, the Senate Monday re- 


jected an attempt to raise the 55 mph 


' speed limit to 60, with opponents success- 
fully arguing the lower limit saves Hives 
and fuel every day. 


Sen. Charles H. Percy, R-IH., said that 


in four months, at the lower speed limit,

Fuel conservation must also continue to 
rank high in our priority."

Public has faith 
in schools: study 


by United Press International 


A survey released Monday shows 67 


per cent of the general public in Illinois 
believe schools in their communities are 
doing a good or excellent job. 


The survey also shows that schools are 


held in much higher esteem by teachers, 
school, board members and school super- 
intendents than by the'general public and 
students. 


The data released by state School Supt. 


Michael J. Bakalis, was done by the Uni- 
versity of Illinois Survey Research Labo- 
ratory last October through December. 


Bakalis said about 4,600 persons were 


interviewed in a statistical sampling of 
the state, but Chicago was not represent- 
ed because school authorities refused to 
cooperate. 


CHICAGO SCHOOLS, which enroll 


about 588,000 students, scored very low 
on recent national reading and math- 
ematics tests. For example, in reading 
tests Chicago eighth grade students 
scored on a level with the national aver- 
age for sixth graders. 


The survey showed that of 1,570 per- 


sons in the general public interviewed, 67 


•per cent said local schools were doing a 
good or excellent job in educating stu- 
dents. Of 1,800 llth and 12th graders in- 
terviewed, 66.8 per cent thought schools 
were doing a good job. 


Between 95 per cent and 98 per cent of 


all school board members, principals and 
school superintendents, said the schools 
were doing a good job, and 88.6 per cent 
of the teachers agreed. 


"There is a continual gap shown in the 


survey between the establishment's view 
of the system and that of the general 
public and students," Bakalis said. "The 
people who hold the power do not per- 
ceive that any changes in the system are 
necessary." 


The survey also showed that about 60 


per cent of the adults interviewed favor 
increased state funding for education, 
but most of them were unwilling to see a 
rise in the sales tax or state income tax 
for that purpose. 


On the issue of teachers' rights, 67 per 


cent of the public said teachers should be 
allowed to bargain collectively, but only 
44 per cent said teachers should have the 
right to strike.

Legislation only cure 
for growth woes: Udall 


Federal land-use legislation is in the 


wings as the only cure for America's ad- 
diction to growth, according to U.S. Rep. 
Morris K. Udall, D-Arizona. 


Udall is the sponsor of the con- 


troversial National Land Use Planning 
and Policy Assistance Act, which would 
provide states with $800 million for land 
use planning to control development. 
Speaking at the opening session of the 
annual American Society of Planning Of- 
ficials conference Monday at the Palmer 
House Hotel, Udall said the bill will 
come up for reconsideration in the House 
this week. 


Although it has been approved in the 


Senate, Udall said a concerted campaign 
has been mounted by home builders' lob- 
byists to defeat the measure in the 
House. He said there is also some ques- 
tion of whether President Richard Nixon 
will sign the bill if it passes. 


"Our land is taking a beating," Udall 


said. He told the planners their hour has 
come, now that land is becoming more 
than a commodity, more than a means to 
earn a quick profit. "The time has come 
to make some conscious decisions. If 
we're going to have sprawl, at least de- 
cide that's what you want," he said. 


UDALL SAID A federal land-use bill 


won't spell the end of private or local 
control of land. The government will just 
ask local communities to establish a 
specific process before they get the mon- 
ey. He said citizens involvement is an 
important part of the legislation, to elim- 
inate the "cozy relationship" that has ex- 
isted 'between builders and officials in 
many communities. 


He said the government will not try to 


determine what all land will be used for.

Mildew needs fast treatment 


Dear Dorothy: My problem is mildew 


in a load of colored permanent press 
clothes. As they are baby clothes, they 
are extra special to me. Hope you can 
help. — Freda Tingle 


As quickly as possible, brush off the 


mold outdoors so the mildew spores don't 
scatter in the house. Then wash with a 
good detergent, rinse well and dry in the 
sun. Should there be any stains, moisten 
with a mixture of lemon Juice and salt 
and spread in the sun to bleach. Then 
rinse thoroughly. 


If this doesn't work, use one of the so- 


dium perborate bleaches in solution, Mix 
one or two tablespoons with a pint of wa- 
ter and either sponge the stain or soak 
the stained area in the solution, For a 
bad stain you can even sprinkle the dry 
powder on the dampened material and 
allow it to stay 30 minutes or longer, 
then rinse thoroughly. The important 
thing with mildew is to get the mold off 
as quickly as possible so It will not wea- 
ken or rot the material.

Fast-buck 'scam? operators 
hurt legitimate businesses 


From the Illinois state Bar Assn. 


A businessman you recently became 


acquainted with and who is new to the 
community has managed to talk you into 
loaning him a certain amount of money 
or has charged a purchase of advertising 
or another service from your business 
saying, "Just bill me." 


When you attempt to collect the debt, 


the manager of the business begins to 
make excuses end promises to pay the 
debt within six weeks. However, when 
you check back with him, he has dis- 
appeared and what used to be an office 
is an abandoned building. 


You have just become the victim of a 


"scam" operator—a fraudulent business 
debtor who had no intention of paying. 


A scam normally sets up a front oper- 


ator at an established small retail busi- 
ness the scam acquires. Such businesses 
usually deal in hard-to-trace merchan- 
dise such as jewelry and small appli- 


THE SCAM OPERATION uses the ac- 


quired good credit rating, and orders as 
much merchandise as possible on a non- 
solicited purchase order. The goods then 
flow into the store and are sold out the 
back door for the beet possible price to a

ready market of hustlers and retailers 
anxious to make a fast buck. 


After the credit reports are revised 


and time passes while creditors place 
claims for collection, the store closes, 
and the front operator or president of the 
corporation disappears. 


An attorney can advise his client not to 


make sales without knowing his custom- 
ers. He also can recommend an in- 
voluntary bankruptcy in order to avail 
himself of the authority of the U.S. Attor- 
ney and such related agencies as the 
FBI, postal inspectors and Illinois Bu- 
reau of Investigation (which can attempt 
to assist in a recovery for creditors, or at 
least find the operator for prosecution). 


This is an extreme case, since most 


debtors originally buy with every in- 
tention of paying. However, when they 
realize that credit is easy to obtain and 
that collection procedures are not ef- 
ficient in stopping their operation, they 
continue to obtain merchandise and ulti- 
mately refuse to pay. For these debtors, 
suit must be filed and every legal en- 
forcement must be utilized in order to 
exact payment.

From where I've sat, logging more 


than a few hundred thousand miles on 
airlines around the world, it has always 
seemed that being a "stew" is a lot more 
hard work than glamour. 


THE TRAVEL AND fringe benefits are 


great, one girl told us recently. Then she 
added: 


"The job can have Its share of head- 


aches too ... like having to be sweet and 
smiling to some passengers who are 
crude or rude — or half-bombed out of 
their skulls." 


Scurrying up and down the narrow 


aisle trying to race time serving drinks 
and hot meals to a full cabin on a short 
flight is no fun either, she added. 


I've been on some of those short flights 


so I can sympathize. On a recent Air 
Canada trip from O'Hare to Montreal 
(one hour and 55 minutes), I was highly 
impressed with the speed and skill of the 
cabin crew which somehow dispensed po-

President should resign 


Day after day, Richard M. Nix- 


on's position as President of the 
United States becomes more em- 
battled. Daily, the American public 
is subjected to an avalanche of 
charge and counter-charge about 
his Presidential and political activ- 
ities. 


We have reached the stage 


where some of the President's 
strongest friends in Congress — 
men like Senate GOP Leader Hugh 
Scott and House Minority Leader 
John Rhodes — and the press, in- 
cluding such Republican news- 
papers as the Chicago Tribune and 
the Omaha World-Herald, have be- 
come his sharpest critics. It is but 
further evidence of Richard Nix- 
on's shaky tenure as President. 


The question that now confronts 


the Republic is how the Presidency 
is to be saved from the grave dam- 
age that has already been done to 
it. 


Impeachment is one answer. 


Currently the House Judiciary 
Committee is considering a num- 
ber of impeachment resolutions; 
the process requires an indictment 
by the House of Representatives 


and a two-thirds vote of conviction 
by the Senate. Impeachment and 
conviction could take as much as 
two years. 


Resignation is another solution, 


and it would remove instantly the 
source of this nation's controversy. 


The 
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Critics of such ah approach argue 
that it would do nothing to deter- 
mine the President's guilt or in- 
nocence of crimes'committed while 
in office. 


It is relatively easy to under- 


stand the passions that impel 
people to support impeachment or 
resignation. For ourselves, we 
call for Richard Nixon's resigna- 
tion. The lengthy process of im- 
peachment in both the House and 
Senate can only have an added 
traumatic effect on the American 
public and, perhaps equally impor- 
tant, on the American image in the 
eyes of the rest of the world. 


It was not lost on many people 


that Nixon on at least two occa- 
sions said he intended to continue 
in office as long as he was physi- 
cally able to do so. It is inconceiv- 
able to us that President Nixon has 
not suffered mentally and physi- 
cally from the terrible strain of his 
long, painful battle. 


At issue is the damage already 


caused to the Presidency. It seems 
to us that Richard Nixon can save 
it from more punishment by facing 
up to resignation by reason of the 
physical and mental punishment 
he has taken. The people of the 
United States would cheer him for 
an eminently rational decision. 


There is a compelling argument 


that not even a President should 
escape a judgment of guilt or in- 
nocence. But many of the great is- 
sues of our time have been settled 
on a basis of compassion and com- 
promise. 


History should be the judge of 


Richard Nixon. At this critical mo- 
ment, far better that he and the 
nation opt for peace at home. We 
prefer to bid farewell to this man 
and let whatever rancor there be 
fall to the historians. 


School costs assailed 


During a number of years of dramatic 


growth in the size of School Dist. 25, the 
residents of Arlington Heights responded 
r e p e a t e d l y to the administration's 
request for additional buildings, in- 
creased bonding power and increased tax 
rates. 


It will be enlightening to observe what 


the community can expect now of an ad- 
ministration facing a regularly declining 
enrollment. In a three-year period, 1970- 
73, the school enrollment has dropped 9.7 
per cent, and an additional six per cent 
decrease is expected by September of 
this year. 


Do you suppose the taxpayer can ex- 


pect a corresponding decrease in staff 
and expenditures in a school district ex- 
periencing a 15 per cent decrease in four 
years? A look at the past three years 
Indicates the possibility is highly unlike- 
ly, While enrollment has dropped stead- 
ily, the budget has been increasing at 
record rates. 


The reaction of our superintendent, Dr. 


Donald Strong, to the shrinking district is 
revealing. After admitting that the "staff 
ratio is better than I ever remember it 
being," Dr. Strong said he wanted to 
"share our trauma with you," as he re- 
ported tost year's five per cent drop at 
the Sept. 13,1973, school board meeting. 
Trauma, no less! This from Dr. Strong, 
who prays the familiar litany of more 
facilities, larger per pupil expenditures, 
smaller class sizes.

U. S. Vietnam cash periled

WASHINGTON - The Nixon adminis- 


tration is gravely concerned over the 
fate of its request to Congress for $1.6 
billion in military aid for South Vietnam 
for the next fiscal year, which begins 
July 1. 


It has good reason. There are growing 


signs that Congress and the public are 
increasingly disenchanted with the idea 
of repeated billion dollar military aid 
packages for a government which they 
have been repeatedly assured was able 
to stand on its own feet and get along 
with less and less U. S. military assis- 
tance. 


The congressional attitude toward next 


year's military aid for Saigon already 
has been reflected in the actions of the 
House Armed Services Committee which 
has voted to cut the requested $1.6 billion 
back to $1.4 billion. The Senate is ex- 
pected to make further reductions in the 
authorized amount. 


This early action on next year's mili- 


tary help to the Saigon government was 
all the more significant because it came 
against a background of congressional 
r e f u s a l to approve supplementary 
requests for more military aid to South 
Vietnam during the current fiscal year, 
ending June 30, for which $1.6 billion also 
was asked. 


Congress slapped a ceiling of $1.126 bil- 


lion on such aid to Saigon and April 4 the 
House of Representatives voted 177 to 154 
against lifting the ceiling and last week 
the Senate added to the Pentagon's dis- 
may. 


It rejected, 43 to 38, a proposal to give 


South Vietnam $255 million more on tine 
grounds that that amount of ammunition 
supplied in earlier years had "mistak- 
enly" been charged against this year's 
budget. 


The administration brought to bear all 


the pressure it could trying to salvage at 
least the $266 million. But all to no avail. 


There are at least three factors which 


are almost certain to lead Congress to 
make heavy cuts in the administration's 
request for military aid to Saigon during 
the next fiscal year, far beyond the $200 
million already lopped off by the House 
Armed Services Committee: 


• Diminished congressional interest 


in large scale military aid to support the 
Saigon government now that aU Ameri- 
can forces have been withdrawn. 


• Increasing public preoccupation with 


the worry over the continuing in- 
flationary spiral, which is bound to make 
congressmen much more cautious in 
spending the taxpayer's money for mili- 
tary aid for any country. 


• The weakening of the adminis- 


tration's capacity to work its will with 
Congress because of the continuous re- 
velations in the Watergate affair. 


Congressmen generally believe that the 


first of these factors, diminishing inter- 
est now that U.S. troops have been with- 
drawn, is by far the most potent force 
working for reduction of military aid 
spending. 


However, some will concede that even 


with this diminished interest, the admin- 
istration could rally enough congression- 
al support to get what it wants if it were 
not for inflation and Watergate. 


Neither the Congress nor the public 


seems much impressed by adminis- 
tration assertions that decreased U. S. 
aid means that Washington is betraying 
the 50,000 servicemen killed in Vietnam 
and risking the downfall of the Saigon 
regime and the domination of the rest of 
Southeast Asia by the Communists. 


As Sen. Edward M. Kennedy, D-Mass., 


and Sen. Stuart Symington, D-Mo., as 
well as other liberal congressmen, 
have pointed out, these are the same 


kind of arguments which involved the U. 
S. deeper and deeper in an unwinnable 
war from which the public demanded it 
withdraw. 


This sort of congressional sentiment is 


going to make it increasingly difficult to 
sustain the arguments for Ugh level mili- 
tary aid to Saigon year after year and 
the prospects are that greatly diminished 
grants for this purpose are in the offing.

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Pollution lurks beneath surface 
Des Plaines River's beauty only skin deep

Pollution in the Des Plaines River is 


an unseen hazard. Without scientific test- 
ing of the water, the river appears to be 
a tranquil, though muddy stream, lined 
with beautiful trees. 


What is really in the river becomes al- 


most startling through a microscope. 
Testing of the water is a regular chore of 
both the Illinois Environmental Protec- 
tion Agency and the Metropolitan Sani- 
tary District. The Cook County Forest 
Preserve District also does sophisticated 
research on the quality of the water. 


The teats show that the river is unsafe 


for swimming, drinking or as a munici- 
pal water supply, and the pollution levels 
increase downstream. 


Water tests show the river is divided 


into roughly three sections with varying 
degrees 
of pollution. The northern 


stretch, primarily in Lake County, is con- 
sidered the best. It Is the least devel- 
oped, has the lowest levels of pollution,

the highest levels of oxygen in the water 
and the best abundance of wildlife and 
fish. 


FROM THE COOK COUNTY line on 


the north down to the river's junction 
with Salt Creek, forest preserves insulate 
most of the river from the suburbs 
through which it meanders. In this 
stretch, the river used to pick up sewage 
from several private and municipal 
sources, but that Is now gone. 


Runoff from the watershed in the 


middle section is more harmful, how- 
ever, with more roads, industry and sub- 


urban developments. Thus the water gets 
progressively worse, the tests show. 


At Salt Creek the river's condition 


takes a major turn for the worse. Below 
that point the fish population gets much 
lower, and water tests show major pollu- 
tion increases. 


Farther south, the river picks up more 


and more of the garbage of civilization, 
although most of ft is not in the form of 
old shoes, tires and refrigerators. It ap- 
pears as chemical leftovers and sewage. 


A basic indicator of water quality is a 


relatively harmless bacteria known as 
fecal coliform. It is easily detected and 
is only present if human or animal waste 
is in the water. It doesn't necessarily 
mean the water is dangerous, but more 
serious pollutants are likely to be in the 
river if fecal coliform is found. 


TESTS BY THE EPA and the MSD 


show a well-defined pattern of increasing 
fecal coliform from Lake County south. 
It Is these tests, however, that show the 
river may be getting better, or at least 
isn't getting worse. 


Results are not conclusive because 


testing is done an average of once a 
month and varying factors could change 
the readings. But test results for the past 
four years do show some improvement, 
for whatever reason. 


Carl Blomgren, former director of wa- 


ter quality standards for the EPA, says 
the water In the Des Plaines is getting 
better, and officials of the MSD and the 
Forest Preserve District agree. But 
Blomgren bases his belief on the record 
of removing polluters from the stream 
rather than on the water testing results. 


Blomgren said fecal coliform concen- 


trations exceeding 200 parts per milliliter 
(a standard measurement) are consid- 
ered hazardous, and the Des Plaines test 
averages range from 30 to 130,000. Indi- 
vidual tests, particularly by the MSD, 
show coliform counts in the millions at 
times. 


Natural pollution of the river also oc- 


curs, upsetting any conclusions that 
could be made through water testing. 
Blomgren said decaying leaves, which 
are common in the river because of over- 
hanging trees all along its banks, con- 
tribute the same pollution as human 
waste. 


Pollutants are harmful, even if not dis- 


ease-bearing, because they use up oxy- 
gen in the water. Algae and organic 
sludge on the river bottom can use up 
almost all of the dissolved oxygen, ren- 
dering the water uninhabitable for fish 
and water life. 


STUDIES OF THE river bottom in 


Cook County show life exists, but it is 
primarily limited to leeches, sludge 
worms, midge fly larvae, carp, and ani- 
mals adapted to Impure environments. 
Even the turbidity of the water is harm- 
ful to aquatic life. Animals, such as mus- 
sels, that strain water through gills to 
obtain food, cannot live In impure water. 
Game fish that depend on sight to feed 
are also eliminated by muddy water, and 
fish that require a gravel bottom to lay 
eggs find the mud and sludge of the Des 
Plaines Inhospitable, according to Dave 
McGinty, fish biologist for the forest pre- 
serve.

A current report by the Illinois Depart- 


ment of Conservation shows fish life in 
the Lake County portion of the river to 
be fairly good. A 1967 survey found pi- 
rate perch and blackchin shiner in two 
places, indicating the nver is not grossly 
polluted there. Because of the number of 
lakes and marshes in the area, many 
fish species were found, including forage 
minnows, largemouth bass, northern 
pike, grass pickerel, various panfish and 
carp, 


Several weir dams on the river are 


part of a program to increase water 
depth in some areas and improve the 
fishing. Up to the early 1960s, the Des 
Plaines River dried up occasionally, kill- 
ing thousands of fish and leaving smelly 
mud flats in the hot sun. Most of the 
dams were never built in Cook County 
because of World War II, when men and 
materials were diverted to the war ef- 
fort. 


Today's fish population is improving, 


McGinty said, based on his counts in Big 
Bend Lake, which has a link joining it 
with the river. Although the lake yields 


mostly black bullhead and carp, several 
bluegill, golden shiner, yellow perch and 
other species were found. A few small 
northern pike, channel catfish.and bass 
were also counted in 1971. 


ONCE THE BALANCE of nature is up- 


set in the river, the entire ecology is dis- 
turbed. Animals that feed on the aquatic 
life go elsewhere or starve, and water 
birds find other feeding and nesting 
areas. McGinty and others interested in 
the river are hoping to turn that trend 
around. 


The river remains in its natural state 


through much of Lake County. In few 
places does man encroach on the river, 
which is often In marshy flatland, and 
birds and animals abound. 


Herons, hundreds of ducks, other water 


birds, muskrats and river bank dwellers 
are in obvious abundance in the nondeve- 
loped areas. Wildlife also has managed 
to retain a niche in Cook County primar- 
ily because most of the rivet-banks are 
included in forest preserve property. 


If sewage effluent can be stopped com- 


pletely and the river can be dredged of 


sludge deposits that lie thick on the bot- 
tom in places, the life cycle of the river 
may slowly return to its former condi- 
tion. 


If the water improves, McGinty says, 


better species of fish will work their way 
up from the Illinois River. That might be 
a slow process, but stocking the river is 
not feasible. As the fish return, they will 
draw more than fishermen, and the area 
may fill with a variety of birds and ani- 
mals. 


ALTHOUGH FISHERMEN have con- 


tinued to ply the banks of the Des 
Plaines along much of its path through 
Cook County, their results are much less 
rewarding, both in types of fish caught 
and their sizes. 


Swimming used to be popular at some 


of the dams, but that has been ruled out 
for years because of poor water quality. 
Swimmers used to be only part of the 
scenario of the river, which was an ac- 
tive part of early communities such as 
Des Plaines. 


The river supported Indian commu- 


nities, a few water mills, and in the early 
1880s, settler Hiram Jefferson had a 
steamboat and a paddleboat that trav- 
eled the waters between Des Plaines and 
Riverside. 


A leading advocate of the river's 


rebirth is Ralph Frese, owner of Chi- 
cagoland Canoe Base and a member of 
the Cook County Clean Streams Commis- 
sion He doesn't foresee a return to the 
early days, but he does envision the river 
as a mecca for canoeists and naturalists. 


The slow-flowing river is a natural for 


canoes, as evidenced by the annual Des 
Plaines River Canoe Marathon, now in 
its 17th year. Small dams along the way 
make a canoe journey exciting at times, 
but the route is primarily secluded and 
quiet, surrounded by trees and marsh- 
land. 


FRESE ALSO HAS PLANS to enhance 


the river's attractiveness. Cursing devel- 
opments that have pushed to the water's 
edge, including one sewage treatment 
plant near Libertyville, he hopes for 
changes that could make the river more 
fun. 


One such dream is construction of an 


artificial Whitewater rapids course at 
Dam No. 1 near Wheeling. He would also 
like to see a covered footbridge con- 
structed on the abandoned limestone 
bridge pillars adjoining the Ryerson Con- 
servation Area in southern Lake County.

er concentrations of harmful pollutants, 
particularly chemicals that barely regis- 
ter in the Des Plaines. New sewage 
treatment requirements and banning of 
phosphate soaps in the Chicago areas 
have made significant advancements. 


One MSD spokesman said the Des 


Plaines does seem to be the least dam- 
aged in the MSD, and the tests indicate 
that the water quality has tended to 
stabilize. 


Experts seem to agree that if any river 


in the Chicago area can be saved, the 
Des Plaines seems to have the best 
chance

After that is decided, 
he said, the firm will reevaluate the proj- 
ect and determine whether it would be 
financially feasible to grant the village's 
request,

the village, Miller Builders is not re- 
quired to provide any park land in the 
final phase of the development. The only 
park in Mill Creek is a 5.5-acre site adja- 
cent to Irving School. 


Residents have asked for additional 


park land, however, because the Irving 
site has poor drainage and is flooded 
much of the time. 


LAST JULY, AFTER numerous meet- 


ings, Miller Builders offered the village a 
3.5-acre park. The village board, how- 
ever, turned down the offer. It was 
turned down, because Miller, in ex- 
change for the park, wanted permission 
to change its plan to include four-story 
buildings and a two acre convenience 
shopping center. 


Board members told Miller to go ahead 


with its plan for two-story apartments. 
Although no park land is provided in that 
plan, the board said the two-story build- 
ings would be less objectionable than 
four-story buildings and a shopping cen- 
ter. 


After the village board's rejection of 


the proposal, the park district and a 
number of homeowners asked Miller 
Builders to consider the current proposal 
for a six-acre park. Moskal said his firm 
agreed to consider it because it is inter- 
ested in satisfying the homeowners. 


Moskal said the park will be granted 


providing his firm will still be able to 
receive an adequate profit on the devel- 
opment. The size of the park can be in- 
creased, he said, providing an acceptable 
density can be achieved. A larger park 
may necessitate four-story buildings, he 
added. 


Many residents have asked for a larger 


park because they believe the 3.5-acre 
site would be too small to be of much 
benefit.

group activities. Omni-House organized 
22 outreach groups at London, Cooper 
and Holmes junior high schools in Dist. 
21, MacArthur Junior High School, Pros- 
pect Heights, Dist. 23 and at Wheeling 
and Hersey high schools this year. The 
groups, under the supervision of Onmi- 
House counselors, plan and participate in 
a variety of recreational activities. 


Several of the outreach groups will 


stay together this summer and plan 
camping trips around the Midwest and to 
Canada. Because of the great response to 
the outreach groups program, Digre said 
Omni-House will attempt to establish 
more groups at area schools next fall. 


Family counseling programs will be 


expanded next year, Digre said, and the 
agency may provide crisis intervention 
training for area police departments. 


Watch commanders and sergeants in 


the Buffalo Grove Police Department 
recently completed a 30-hour training 
program conducted by Onmi-House and 
the Northwest Center for Human Re- 
sources. Digre said the agency will re- 
spond to requests from other police de- 
partments for similar training. 


A community services program for 


area high school students also will prob- 
ably be expanded, Digre said. 


Since January, Wheeling High School 


students have been working in local Dist. 
21 elementary schools, at the Wheeling 
village hall, Addolorata Villa and various 
small businesses for about an hour each 
day. The students receive credit for the 
work which is intended to give them op- 
portunities to learn about various ca- 
reers. 


NEXT YEAR; Digre said Buffalo 


Grove High School students will also be 
able to take advantage of the program. 


"The purpose of the program is to tie 


education into concrete experiences," he 
commented. "It's also an opportunity to 
integrate kids into productive roles in the 
community." 
, The counseling center is also consid- 
ering operating a youth employment 
agency to help local teens find summer 
jobs and a new program to provide rec- 
reation for youngsters in local apartment 


finishing its second year of operation in 
good shape. 


"We worked out head off to raise over 


$100,000 to make it this year," Digre 
said.

Besides licenses, the new bike ordi- 


nance provides for warning tickets for 
children and tickets that carry fines for 
adults (17 and older) who are found in 
violation of traffic laws. 


Under the ordinance, adults could be 


fined no less than $5 and no more than 
$500 for each violation. Walsh has sug- 
gested the fines be set at $5.

Garbage disposal posing 
a problem for city's future

Des Plaines officials will probably be 


looking for another place to dump their 
trash in the next five years unless al- 
ternative means of garbage disposal are 
found. 


The problem of finding new methods 


for the disposal of waste material was 
cited as a high priority matter for study 
by Des Plaines Mayor Herbert Behrel in 
his 1973 annual report, released Monday. 


Behrel noted that John Sexton Co. 


landfill, currently used by the city, will 
probably be closed within four or five 
years. 


HE CALLED FOR renewed discussion 


with Sexton and a study to determine 
other means of disposing of garbage in 
the future. 


Behrel's call for a study of garbage 


disposal methods was echoed Monday by 
Richard Tabatt of the city's environmen- 
tal commission. 


"Unless the city does something about 


this in the near future it could cause 
problems," Tabatt said. 


Behrel, who is vacationing in Arizona, 


was not available to elaborate on the 
comments he made in his annual report. 


Tabatt suggested the city might ex- 


plore the possibility of attacking the gar- 
bage disposal problem on a regional 
basis with surrounding communities. 


HE SAID THAT Des Plaines and other 


towns might look at constructing an in- 
cinerator which would meet state and 
federal environmental regulations. Roll- 
ing Meadows officials are currently con- 
sidering the construction 
of an in- 


cinerator which has an estimated price 
tag of $1.2 million. 
v 


"A number of the North Shore commu- 


nities already have a cooperative pro- 
gram like this," he said. 


However, he noted that operation of 


the Incinerator might be uneconomical 
for just one town to operate.

The probe, which was sparked by Her- 


ald disclosures 
last month, centers 


around the Incorporation of Midwest In- 
novations, which contends it does busi- 
ness at 912 W. Touhy Ave., Park Ridge. 


In April, The Herald disclosed that the 


Touhy Avenue address contained a pet 
shop and an answering service. Employ- 
es at the answering service indicated 
that Midwest Innovations did not main- 
tain offices there and that all mail and 
telephone calls for the company were 
forwarded to the offices of Imperial at 
2250 E. Devon Ave., Des Plaines. 


Imperial, M.I. and another apparent 


front company, Product Development 
Services, have been the topics of a con- 
tinuing Herald investigation since late 
1972. All three companies claim to offer 
marketing and development advice to in- 
ventors. Five present and former Impe- 
rial officials have been indicted on feder- 
al mall fraud charges and charged by 


Illinois Atty. Gen. William J. Scott with 
violation of the state consumer fraud act. 


INVESTIGATORS ARE NOW attempt- 


ing to determine the legitimacy of Mi's 
articles of incorporation. The state re- 
quires that the company name a regis- 
tered agent as its representative and that 
the articles of incorporation include the 
agent's name and address. 


Documents filed by MI with the secre- 


tary of state indicate that "J. Jones" is 
the registered agent for the company and 
the Park Ridge address as its office. 


Repeated calls by the Herald to the an- 


swering service and pet shop at the ad- 
dress revealed there was no "J. Jones" 
there.

School Dist. 63 officials are asking for 


a deadline extension for filing a protest 
against a state agency's ruling that the 
district practiced sex discrimination. 


A spokesman for the Fair Employment 


Practices Commission (FEPC) said 
Monday that Dist. 63 attorney Jerome 
Bobbins asked for additional time to 
draw up a protest petition. Deadline for 
filing an objection to the ruling was Mon- 
day. 


An FEPC examiner earlier this month 


upheld a complaint by Mrs. Colleen 
Simon that Dist. 63 officials failed to hire 
her in September 1972 because she had 
small children. 


In his report, the examiner said there 


was nothing in the record to support the 
hiring of an inexperienced male teacher 
"over a good experienced teacher." He 
added that Dist. 63 officials failed to 
prove Mrs. Simon's motherhood "would 
create a problem." 


The FEPC report also concluded *hat 


East Maine school officials interviewed 
Mrs. Simon after hiring the male teacher 
to "cover their tracks" on discovering 
they 'had "apparently committed an act 
of discrimination." 


If the complaint is upheld by the full 


commission, Dist. 63 will be required to 
employ Mrs. Simon as a junior high so- 
cial studies teacher and reimburse her 
for back pay lost over the two-year peri- 
od.

More services, no tax hike: officials 


.8 million village budget 


goes before board today 


Elk Grove Village officials are ex- 


pected to give approval to the 1974 budg- 
et tonight which gives residents new ser- 
vices without a tax boost. 


Preliminary figures reveal a $100,000 


surplus for the village this year. The sur- 
plus is the prime reason behind the like- 
lihood of no tax increase for the 1974-75 
fiscal year. 


Board members tonight will act on ap- 


proval of a proposed $6.8 million budget. 
The figure represents anticipated ex- 
penditures in the general fund, water and 
sewer operating budget, Civil Defense 
and expenditures of federal revenue 
sharing funds. 


The village expects to receive approxi- 


mately $6.9 million in revenue from 
taxes and federal revenue sharing funds. 


TONIGHT'S ACTION on the budget 


ends weeks of budget committee meet- 
ings headed by committee chairman 
George Spees. 


Department heads reviewed 
their 


budget requests with the committee and 
in almost all but one incident the com- 
mittee gave little indication of approval 
or disapproval of requests. 


The committee and other officials at- 


tending the fire department budget re- 
view were critical of a request of $80,000 
for a new engine for an unbuilt station. 


Most departments had asked for 15 per 


cent cost of living wage increases with 
the village manager recommending a 10 
per cent cost of living wage increase. 


Specialized civilian personnel for police 


work and preventive programs for police 


and fire departments are some of the 
p r o g r a m s requested by department 
heads. 


The proposed budget shows a 22 per 


cent increase over last year's budget 
with nearly 80 per cent of the budget 
dealing with salaries and 'contractual 
services. 


IN ADDITION TO salary increases for 


village personnel the village manager, 
department heads and key professional 
staffers will be considered for raises. 


During committee meetings, the village 


manager recommended in addition to the 
10 per cent salary increase, adding 14 
persons to the police department, 13 to 
the fire department, two to the utilities 
departments and four part-time positions 
in the corporate budget. 


Park boards to meet 
on 170-acre purchase 


Board members from the Elk Grove 


and Schaumburg park districts plan to 
meet Thursday to discuss about 170 acres 
of primarily undeveloped land now in the 
Schaumburg district. The land is being 
sought by the Elk Grove Park District. 


Schaumburg Park District officials 


aren't happy about the prospects of los- 
ing the tract located in Elk Grove Vil- 
lage, but under recently passed state 
law, there may not be much they can do 
to stop the Elk Grove district from tak- 
ing the tract. 


Under the law, land in one district can 


be put in another park district's jurisdic- 
tion if the land is within that village's 
boundaries and owners of the land peti- 
tion to enter the district. 


The tract in question is in Elk Grove 


Village. Its owner, Centex Corp., is al- 
most certain to petition to enter the Elk 
Grove Park District. 


THE LAND BEING sought by the Elk 


Grove Park District is between Plum 
Grove and Meacham roads about one 
half mile south of Schaumburg Road. 


Jack Claes, director of parks and rec- 


reation for the Elk Grove Park District, 


said one of the reasons his district is 
seeking the land is to make park district 
and village boundaries the same, 


Claes added the switch would also help 


lessen the confusion in the area. Al- 
though residents of Elk Grove Village, 
persons living in the area attend Dist. 54 
schools and High School Dist. 211 instead 
of Dists. 59 and 214 as others in Elk 
Grove Village. 


Those in the area are served by the 


Schaumburg Township Library and the 
Schaumburg Park District. 


"People should get services such as 


the park district's within their village's 
boundaries," said Claes. 


PAUL DERDA, Schaumburg Park Dis- 


trict director, said his district would pre- 
fer to keep the land because it is close to 
Schaumburg facilities and could easily 
be served. 


He added that the land is adjacent to 


land for which the park district is nego- 
tiating for inclusion in the proposed 
Spring Valley Nature center. 


Designated park land in the area in 


question is mainly around lakes and 
creeks.

Twelve-year-old Johnny peered down 


to get the sign from his catcher, needing 
to get only one more batter out to win 
the game.

him, Johnny was tired. Perhaps he 
shouldn't nave played catch with his 
brother yesterday and maybe he didn't 
have to warm up so much before the 
game. 


During a sandtot game, Johnny would 


most likely 'have quit and gone home sev- 
eral innings, ago. But this was different. 
The team was depending on him. He 
couldn't just'walk out and quit with all1 
those people watching in the stands. 


Reaching back for all the strength he 


could muster, Johnny would up and 
throw a strike to end the game. 


He hardly noticed the pain in 'his elbow 


as he rejoiced over the victory with his 
teammates.

JOHNNY WAS THE victim of what 


many pediatricians term "Little League 
Elbow," one of the most common in- 
juries young ball players suffer. Tired 
muscles, pushed far past their limit, of- 
fer little protection for fragile joints, 
opening up the possibility of injury. 


An orthopedic surgeon on the staff at 


Alexian Brothers Medical Center, Dr. 
Emanuel Semerod, said he treated about 
10 such' cases from the Northwest sub- 
urbs last summer atone. Two were 
serious cases where the bones bad been 
torn loose at the elbow. All of the cases

Discipline panel to submit 
report to high school board 


After three public meetings, members 


of the High School Dist. 211 discipline 
committee have concluded their review 
of the district's discipline policy and will 
present their report to the board of edu- 
cation in writing May 24. 


About 15 persons attended the final 


committee meeting Friday. Among them 
was Dist. 211 board member Jean Fisler 
who repeated her objection to expelling 
students from school for truancy and 
class cutting. 


According to district policy and state 


law a student can only be expelled from 


school for "gross disobedience" which 
Dist. 211 defines as a substantial dis- 
ruption of school activities. The present 
discipline policy includes truancy in the 
list of expellable offenses along with in- 
subordination, theft, possession of a dan- 
gerous weapon, drug possession and 
fighting. 


"It's very hard for me to see how there 


could be a substantial disruption if the 
student isn't in school at all," said Mrs. 
Fisler. She said the district should find 


Many businesses to face 
much higher license fees 


Some businesses in Elk Grove Village 


face stiff hikes in license fees during the 
licensing period beginning the end of 
May. 


Village officials extended the licensing 


deadline to May 31 while the judiciary, 
planning and zoning committee finished 
revisions to the licensing ordinance it 
had been reviewing for several months. 


Board members are expected to act 


tonight on the revised ordinance that 
lists new businesses requiring licensing 
and increased fees for some licenses. 


Trustee Ed Kenna, chairman of the 


committee, said businessmen attended 
many of the committee meetings and 
contributed information. 


"SEVERAL BUSINESSES will be pay- 


Ing much higher fees than before, In 
some cases two to three times as much, 
but in line with what neighboring com- 
munities have been charging for several 
years," said Kenna. 


Liquor license holders face a $500 per 


license Increase in all categories if the 
ordinance passes. This includes private 
clubs such as Amvets, Elks or other or- 
ganizations that hold a special "D" li- 
cense. The proposed new club fee is $750; 
the old was $250. 


Restaurants now pay $25 with the pro- 


posed fee set at $75, 


Scavenger services are now licensed at 


$600 but would be required to pay $1,000 
plus $50 per vehicle used in the village. 


Bowling and billiards establishments 


will be charged $10 an alley or table in 
contrast to the old $25 total fee. 


New businesses not covered under the 


old licensing ordinance that will now be 
required to hold a village license are: 
ambulance services, day care centers, 
auctioneers, animal hospitals, bagatelle 
table (similar to pool or billiards) car 
wash, dancing school, self service dry 
cleaning shops, florists, food processors, 
health clubs and laundromats. 


other remedies for truancy rather than 
expulsion. 


GERALD CHAPMAN, assistant princi-

to Semerod. 


Although Semerod said most of the 


damage in the 9 to 12-year-old can heal if 
treated properly, it's been determined 
that the Injury causes premature arth- 
ritis, according to Semerod. 


"Too many of the younger kids keep 


pitching after developing elbow soreness 
because of the pressure on them to com- 
pete in certain situations," said Seme- 
rod. "The soreness is nature's own way 
of warning them of trouble." 


Continued use despite soreness opens 


up the possibility of bone fragments 
forming in the elbow, according to Seme- 
rod, The bone fragments have to be sur- 
gically removed. 


IN THE VILLAGE'S Major League, 


pitchers are limited by rule to pitching 
six innings per calendar week, If the 
pitcher throws more than four innings, 
he must have at least three days of rest 
before pitching again. 


Pony Leaguers can pitch 10 innings per 


calendar week. If they pitch more than 
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four innings in a game, Pony pitchers 
must have two days of rest before return- 
ing to the mound. 


While Semerod agreed with the rule 


limiting young pitchers' time on the 
mound, he warned that there was just as 
much danger possible if the youngster 
warmed up with the equivalent of four 
innings of pitches before the game and 
pitched batting practice during the week. 


Semerod placed the responsibility for 


watching the progress of the young pitch- 
ers on the parents. 


"Parents and coaches have to realize 


when a child has the signs of elbow 
strain and look for the symptoms," said 
Semerod. The most obvious sign is sore- 
ness, stiffness, or both, according to 
Semerod. 


LITTLE LEAGUE pitchers, while stars 


now, may be hurting their chances at 
playing ball professionally, according to 
Dr. Ronald Boduch, chairman of the pe- 
diatrics department at Alexian Brothers. 


The harm comes by throwing a pitch 


seen in the Major League and as regular 
fare in the upper levels of Pony and 
Babe Ruth Leagues — the curve ball. 


The pitch, which breaks sharply due to 


a tremendous amount of spin on the ball, 
is probably the largest cause of arm in- 
jury in youngsters, according to Boduch. 


To get the required spin, the pitcher 


throws the ball with a great deal of el- 
bow twisting combined with a sharp 
break of the wrist, putting even addition- 
al strain on the elbow. 
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According to Boduch, the pitch should 


never be thrown by anyone under 13, and 
after that only sparingly until full physi- 
cal maturity is reached around 17. 


"Kids with a potentially strong arm 


are only hurting Itoeir potential by throw- 
ing a curve ball," said Boduch who ex- 
plained that the motion required to throw 
such a pitch hyperextends the elbow. 
"Although the motion hurts any arm, it's 
especially dangerous to a young arm 
which hasn't been fuUy shaped and is 
still growing," said Boduch. 


WHILE MANY LITTLE League 


coaches teach the curve ball, Elk Grove 
High School baseball coach, Larry Ped- 
dy, emphasized its importance to players 
in his program. Peddy agrees whole- 
heartedly with doctors who say curve 
balls should be limited in youth baseball 
programs.

According to the study, the Palatine- 


Inverness district would have 12,162 stu- 
dents and an assessed valuation more 
than $249 million. Hoffman Estates-Roll- 
ing Meadows would have 13,166 students 
and $172 million assessed valuation with 
the Schaumburg district having 13,023 
students and an assessed valuation of 
$170 million. 


The study indicates Hoffman Estates 


would pay about 40 per cent and the 
Schaumburg district about 60 per cent of 
the indebtedness now held by Dist. 54. 
Although the study states "the division of 
high school assets and liabilities will be 
quite easy to effect," it notes the per- 
centage of liability to be paid will be dif- 
ficult to determine. 


The Cook County superintendent's of- 


fice would determine the bonding and lia- 
bility redistribution if the 
districts 


reorganize. 


AN ALTERNATE THREE district plan 


also was included in the study with Pala- 
tine, Inverness and Rolling Meadows 
forming one district, Hoffman Estates 
forming the second district and ttoe 
S c h a u m b u r g district remaining the 
same. 


Another plan incorporated the areas 


into two unit districts with the area cur- 
rently in Dist. 54 forming one district 
and Palatine, Inverness and the portion 
of Rolling Meadows in Dist. 15 forming a 
second district. 


A single unit district also was an op- 


tion suggested in the study. Under this 
plan either Rolling Meadows High School 
would have to be detached from High 
School Dist. 214 or those schools in Dist.

High school discipline 
Panel to report to school board 


After three public meetings, members 


of the High School Dist. 211 discipline 
committee have concluded their review 
of the district's discipline policy and will 
present their report to the board of edu- 
cation in writing May 24. 


About 15 persons attended the final

80-acre townhouse plan 
on city council agenda 


Several public hearings, including one 


on a proposed 80-acre townhouse devel- 
opment near Harper College, are sched- 
uled at tonight's Rolling Meadows City 
Council meeting. 


The first will deal with a proposal for 


construction of 1,080 units on the 80-acre 
site near Plum Grove and Quentin Road 
commonly referred to as the Cowhey 
property. The proposal in January re- 
ceived a recommendation for zoning ap- 
proval from a special city zoning com- 
mission, but action by the city council 
was delayed because of the death of one 
of the developers of the project, Sal Mel- 
one. 


Molone and developers Larry Basik 


and Joseph Santucci had contracted to 
purchase the site from owner Lillian 
Cowhey, subject to city approval of the 
project. 


The project would include the construc- 


tion of a townhouse and apartment vil- 
lage with its own recreational and possi- 
bly shopping facilities. 


Before the project could be built, the 


city would have to annex the site, cur- 
rently located in unincorporated Cook 
County, and zone the area for multiple 
family units. 


The council is also expected to consid- 


er rezoning for a 2%-acre parcel on West 
Frontage Road north of the Creekside 
subdivision for a four-unit townhouse. 
The single townhouse is being sought by 
the Melone family for a residence. 


A SPECIAL CITY zoning commission 


last week recommended to deny the mul- 


ti-family zoning classification 
being 


sought after residents from Oreekside ob- 
jected to it. 


The zoning would be next to the single- 


family zoned Creekside area. 


Several annexation proposals are also 


planned for first presentation to the 
council. Areas of possible annexation in- 
clude the intersection of Rte. 53 and Kir- 
choff Road and several single-family lots 
bordering parts of the western limits of 
the city. The plans must be made public 
at least 10 days before the council can 
take final action. 


The Kirchoff-Rte. 53 annexation is 


being planned in part to create continuity 
between the city limits and the Brook- 
wood apartments on Kirchoff and West 
Frontage roads. The annexation of the 
apartments in 1970 has come under study 
because official Cook County maps do 
not show the apartments as being part of 
the city. 


CITY ENGR. JAMES Muldowney has 


said the annexation problem apparently 
arose because the planned annexation of 
West Frontage Road from the state has 
been delayed. The West Frontage Road 
annexation would have provided the city 
link to the Brookwood site, Muldowney 
has said. 


City Atty. Donald Rose has said the 


Brookwood annexation is considered le- 
gal by the city despite the map dis- 
crepancy because the annexation has not 
been challenged in court. 


The council meeting is at 8 p.m. in the 


city hall. 
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Federal revenue sharing is on a four- 


year trial basis and the program will be 
reviewed and possibly discontinued by 
Congress at the end of that time. 


League members opposed the mental

The committee circulating petitions for

54 does not want "to railroad this 
thing through," said James Blankenship, 
committee chairman.

"We want everyone to be informed

The committee was formed to petition 


for unit district boundaries recommend- 
ed in a feasibility study conducted by a 
team of Northern Illinois University pro- 
fessors.

Unit backers want everyone informed 


The committee circulating petitions for 


a unit district in Schaumburg Township 
Dist 54 does not want "to railroad this 
thing through," said James Blankenship, 
committee chairman. 


The unit district would include 


Schaumburg and those parts of Elk 
Grove Village, Hanover Park, Roselle 
and Rolling Meadows now in Dist 54. 
Hoffman Estates would not be included. 


"We want everyone to be informed 


about what we intend to do," Blanken- 
ship said Monday. 


The committee was formed to petition 


for unit district boundaries recommend- 
ed in a feasibility study conducted by a 
team of Northern Illinois University pro- 
fessors Both the committee and the rec- 
ommendations met with opposition from 
citizens when the study was presented to 
the public Friday by Ralph Belnap, di- 
rector of the study. 


The study includes an analysis of Dist. 


54, Palatine Township Dist. 15 and High 
School Dlst. 211, which serves both town- 
ships. 


The study recommended unit districts 


for this area and offered alternatives for 
setting them up. Unit districts combine 
elementary and high schools under a 
single administration and school board. 


A THREE-DISTRICT plan was most 


favored by the study. Under the plan, 
Palatine and Inverness would form one 
unit District, Hoffman Estates and Roll- 
ing Meadows would form a second, and 
Schaumburg and portions of Hanover 
Park and Elk Grove Village that lie in 
Dist. 54 would form a third unit district. 


Keller Junior High School and Church- 


ill and Eisenhower schools would be in- 
cluded in the Hoffman Estates-Rolling 
Meadows district. However, residents in 
the Churchill development in Schaum- 
burg would be included in the Schaum- 
burg district. 


According to the study, the Palatine- 


Inverness district would have 12,162 stu- 
dents and an assessed valuation more 
than $249 million. Hoffman Estates-Roll- 
ing Meadows would have 13,166 students 
and $172 million assessed valuation with 
the Schaumburg district having 13,023 
students and an assessed valuation of 
$170 million. 


The study indicates Hoffman Estates 


would pay about 40 per cent and the 
Schaumburg district about 60 per cent of 
the Indebtedness now held by Dist. 54. 
Although the study states "the division of 
high school assets and liabilities will be 
quite easy to effect," it notes the per- 
centage of liability to be paid will be dif- 
ficult to determine.

AN ALTERNATE THREE district plan 


also was included in the study with Pala- 
tine, Inverness and Rolling Meadows 


forming one district, Hoffman Estates 
forming the second district and the 
S c h a u m b u r g district remaining the 
same. 


Another plan incorporated the areas 


into two unit districts with the area cur- 
rently in Dist. 54 forming one district 
and Palatine, Inverness and the portion 
of Rolling Meadows in Dist. 15 forming a 
second district. 


A single unit district also was an op- 


tion suggested in the study. Under this 
plan either Rolling Meadows High School 
would have to be detached from High 
School Dist. 214 or those schools in Dist. 
15 located in Rolling Meadows must be 
annexed to Dist. 25. 


The study notes the current school dis- 


tricts "are doing a commendable job in 
educating youngsters," but that "possi- 
bilities for improvement appear on the 
horizon as changes in organizational pat- 
terns are considered." Few trans- 
portation, staffing or financial changes 
would result from reorganization, it said. 


, THE STUDY SAID unit districts im- 
prove administration by having one over- 
all school board and a uniform educa- 
tional policy from kindergarten through 
high school. Improved learning centers, 
transportation, 
lunch programs and 


health services also would result, it said. 


An additional $1.3 million in state aid 


also could be gained by the area if it 
incorporates into unit districts. However, 
this advantage will decrease over the 
next four years as the state's Resource 
Equalizer formula takes effect. 


In unit districts, elementary and high

Jean Fisler: 4I will vote according to my conscience'

"It doesn't make any difference if I'm 


in a minority vote position. I will always 
vote according to my conscience," says 
Jean Fisler, a member of the High 
School Dist. 211 Board of Education. 


Because she sometimes does vote 


against the majority of the board Mrs. 
Fisler may give the impression that she 
is a rebel. Hardly. She's a small, soft- 
spoken woman from Palatine who's seen 
three daughters through high school. But 
her voice is loud enough to be heard con- 
sistently and persistently by board mem- 
bers, students, teachers, parents and ad- 
ministrators. 


Since she was appointed to the board 


last November and elected in April Mrs. 
Fisler has spoken out against the dis- 
cipline policy because she doesn't think it 
goes far enough to help a student before 
he is kicked out of school. 


"I don't take the position that there 


isn't ever a reason to expel but I feel we 
do have more expulsions than I would 
like to see," says Mrs. Fisler. She often 
has abstained from voting to expel stu- 
dents from school and recently she has 
been changing her vote to no, which usu- 
ally makes her the lone dissenter. "I 
plan to maintain my independence," she 
says, but "that doesnt mean I will al- 
ways vote no on every discipline case." 


MRS. FISLER BELIEVES expulsion is 


an extreme measure of discipline and 
should be used only in rare cases when 
all other options have been explored. She 
is particularly opposed to expelling stu- 
dents for poor school attendance. "I

sue. She says it isn't. "I don't want to 
overlook highly gifted children, college- 
bound children, career students and spe- 
cial education students," she says. "Top 
quality education to meet the needs of all 
students in the district is my number one 
priority. Discipline is part of it but it is 
really subsidiary to the basic goal of the 
total educational program." 


Mrs Fisler recognizes the needs of col- 


lege-bound, career and special education 
students but right now she is focusing 
her attention on a fourth category of stu- 
dents whom she describes as students 
"who are on the verge of being put out of 
the educational system, who for one rea- 
son or another are unable to adapt to our 
existing structure or programs." She 
says, "It is important for us to develop 
alternative education programs for stu- 
dents who have trouble in our system." 


MRS. FISLER IS chairman of a spe- 


cial committee of the board to study al- 
ternative education. She has been vis- 
iting other schools to see what kinds of 
programs they have for students who 
can't make it in the regular school rou- 
tine. 


Mrs. Fisler believes she brings some 


expertise with her to the board and a 
background that "is helpful in giving me 
a broad perspective." Her father was a 
teacher and she believes she has "some 
understanding of a teacher's life." 


During the spring of 1970 Mrs. Fisler 


was the special assistant to the president 
of San Fernando Valley College and con- 
ducted investigations for student dis- 
cipline hearings. "I feel that experience 
was valuable," she says, because she 
was directly involved in discipline hear- 
ings and college administration. 


Mrs. Fisler now works as a consultant 


on youth for The Bridge Youth Services 
Bureau in Palatine. At the bureau she 
says she tries "to bridge the gap of un- 
derstanding between adults and young 
people. It's an opportunity to listen to 
adults as well as young people and lis- 
ten to their concerns and their interests." 
Mrs. Fisler says she has found that the 
basis of many problems of youth stem 
from a "lack of real communication" be- 
tween adults and young people.

211 Board of Educa- 
tion. 


Seger is looking forward to those 


years. He's served on the board since 
1971 and he was reelected in an uncon- 
tested election last month. He's a plan* 
ner — a public relations man for a Chi- 
cago firm. He's looking ahead now — 
planning the future of the school district. 


Planning new school buildings and im- 


proving the old buildings will be one of 
the more important projects facing the 
board in the next three years, says Se- 
ger. The enrollment of the school district 
is growing and already the board is plan- 
ning to break ground for a sixth high 
school this spring. 


And the district's oldest school, Pala- 


tine High School, \is in disrepair. "We 
have to make a decision soon on Palatine 
High School," says Seger. It could be 
torn down, it could be rebuilt or it could 
be renovated, he says, but he does not 
rule out the possibility that in a few 
years the school may cease to exist. The 
board could decide to move the students 
from Palatine to the sixth school when it 
opens in 1976, Seger said. 


THE DECISION on Palatine and deci- 


sions on all school facilities depend on 
population growth in the district, said Se- 
ger. Student enrollment "can't be pre- 
dicted three or four years ahead," he

says. The board already has land set 
aside for a seventh and eighth high 
school but Seger says "maybe we won't 
need an eighth high school, maybe we 
won't need a seventh." 


Right now Seger thinks the board 


should take another look at the location 
of the district's seventh high school. The 
board is planning to put the school on 
Wise Road in the southeast portion of the 
district. Since that decision waa made a 
new housing development, containing 
about 4,400 living units, has been planned 
for the Westbury subdivision of Hoffman 
Estates in the northwest portion of the 
district. Perhaps the seventh high school 
should be built near there, says Seger. 


Whatever the decision, a new high 


school will mean "a big eruption in 
boundary lines," says Seger. When the 


sixth school opens students will probably 
be taken from Palatine and Fremd High 
School to fill it. Right now some students 
who live near Dundee Road are bused 
past Palatine to Fremd High School. 


All five of the district's high school 


buildings could use some improvements, 
says Seger. They need swimming pools, 
auditoriums 
and 
Schaumburg High 


School needs a larger cafeteria and more 
vocational facilities, he says. 


All this takes money, he says, and 


Dist. 211 doesn't have it. The board may 
hold a bond referendum next fall to raise 
funds for facilities. Seger thinks the ref- 
erendum should be split into three parts, 
one for swimming pools, one for audito- 
riums, and the last for improvements at 
Schaumburg and Palatine high schools 
and funds to build the sixth, seventh and 
eighth high schools. If people are not in 
favor of swimming pools, they can vote 
against that part of the referendum, he 
says. 


BUT SEGER is concerned with more 


than buildings at Dist. 211. He is in favor 
of the district's discipline policy which 
has been criticized recently by one board 
member and some students and parents 
in Dist. 211 because it allows for the ex- 
pulsion of students for poor attendance. 


"There's a big fuss over the discipline 


thing," says Seger. "I don't think there 
is going to be a big change. Whatever 
our pollicy is it is going to be enforced 
and interpreted by individual discipline 
officers. I think frankly it is a little over- 
blown."

Seger said "I'm convinced that the 


kids we have expelled deserved to be ex- 
pelled. There is no doubt in my mind 
that they got what was coming to them." 


Seger is the only board member who 


lives in Schaumburg Township, despite 
his efforts to urge his neighbors to run 
for the board. "I have a complaint that 
we have six people on the board from 
Palatine Township and it's Schaumburg 
Township's fault," he says. However the 
lack of balance really doesn't do any 
harm, says Seger. "I don't know of any 
decision made because it was good for 
one township," he says. 


THE DIST. 211 board almost always 


votes unanimously except in discipline 
matters. Seger said an members do their 
homework.

Seger, formerly a newsman in Rock-

A $1,442,647 budget for 1974-'75 was 


adopted last night by the Mount Prospect 
Park District. 


Park director Thomas W. Cooper de- 


scribed the document as "pretty much 
the same" as the 1973-74 budget, and 
said he expects the park district's tax 
rate to remain "close to what we had 
this year " — $40.40 per $10,000 equalized 
assessed valuation. 


"It's a realistic budget," he said. "It's 


not inflationary." The new budget, which 
retroactively goes into effect May l, rep- 
resents an 8.1 per cent boost over the 
past year's budget of $1,334,991. 


Park district employes will receive an 


average 5.5 per cent pay boost, with 
Cooper's salary set at $23,500, He has 
been director since 1957. 


A BREAKDOWN OF the anticipated 


expenses: Corporate, $633,050; recrea- 
tion, $269,900; Illinois Municipal Retire- 
ment Fund, $45,000; bond and interest, 
$473,197; liability insurance, $20,000; and 
audit, $1,500. 


Included in the new budget are funds 


for: 


• A full-scale recreation program at

Arguments in that case are sched- 
uled to be heard June 4. 


The 10-acre piece of property, in unin- 


corporated Elk Grove Township, was an- 
nexed to Des Plaines last Nov. 19, and 
subsequently to Mount Prospect, Nov. 30. 


IN ASKING THE court to rule favor- 


ably on its quo warranto petition, Mount 
Prospect is seeking the court's per- 
mission to sue Des Plaines, contending 
its annexation of the property was legal- 
ly improper. 


Des Plaines had been enjoined from

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Final decision on matter delayed to May 20 
$30,000 subsidy for bus 
system gets mixed reaction 


A proposal to extend Metron Systems' 


Arlington Heights bus service for three 
months drew a sharply mixed reaction 
Monday night from five members of the 
village board. 


Trustees James T. Ryan, Frank Palm- 


atier and Alice Harms supported a three- 
month subsidy of Metron that would cost 
the village about $30,000, and permit the 
start up of dial-a-bus service on a five- 
day-a-week basis. 


However, Village Pres. Jack Walsh and 


Trustee Richard J. Durava strongly criti- 
cized the subsidy proposal on the basis of 
Metron's low ridership figures for its 
first eight months of operation. 


A FINAL DECISION on whether the 


three-month subsidy will be approved 
was delayed until the next regular vil- 
lage board meeting on May 20 in order to 


give four other trustees absent from last 
night's meeting the opportunity to vote 
on the issue. 


Walsh attacked as "preposterous" a 


motion made by Ryan to provide a three- 
month subsidy in order to keep Metron's 
three commuter routes functioning and 
permit the start up of dial-a-bus, when 
only 200 passengers a day (100 round 
trip) use the commuter service. 


Without a village subsidy, Metron 


Pres. Claude Lulsada has said the com- 
pany's Arlington Heights transit division 
will go out of business at the end of this 
month, even with an anticipated $17,000 
emergency state grant. 


"We're not serving the community. 


We're serving a couple hundred people a 
day and it's that simple," Walsh said. 


"We'd like to find a reasonable minor-

Walsh promises to answer critics 


Arlington Heights Village Pres. Jack 


Walsh Monday night promised an answer 
to recent charges that the village has un- 
fairly distributed land donations it has 
received from builders. 


Walsh and Arlington Heights Park 


Board Pres. Charles Cronin agreed to a 
future meeting to discuss the issue which 
exploded two weeks ago when Park 
Comr. Kay Muller charged Village Mgr. 
L. A. Hanson with a deliberate attempt 
to misrepresent the land distributions. 


"Unfortunately, we've now got the re- 


sponsibility of responding to clarify the 
record, one way or the other," Walsh 
said. 


MEMBERS OF THE village adminis- 


tration have been working overtime 
since Mrs. Muller's accusation, presum- 
ably on a defense of the village's posi- 
tion. 


Mrs. Muller contends that only 68.2 


acres of land have been given to the park 
district, not the 106.45 acres claimed by 
Hanson. 


"The discrepancies in the figures are 


really unimportant. What's done is done. 
We're not going to get any more land," 
Cronin said. 


In the future, however, he said the 


park district would like to share in the 
cash that builders are required to donate 
in lieu of land for park sites, school sites 
or other public purposes.

Ryan said he was proposing subsidiz- 


ing the bus operation for three more 
months in the interest of giving it a fair 
trial in the village. 


"We all went into this knowing that it 


was not going to turn a profit. *J just feel 
that the trial period has been too short, 
and that at least after three months we'll 
have an answer," he said. 


RYAN SUGGESTED that the village 


administration, which has recommended 
an end to economic support of Metron, 
consider five points — the estimated 
$30,000 subsidy and bow it would be 
spent, a renegotiation of the agreement 
with Metron, bus routes, dia-a-bus-ser- 
vice and a marketing campaign. 


Walsh termed the suggestion "the 


vaguest kind of motion I've heard of in 
my experience with village govern- 
ment." He said that terminating support 
of Metron was a matter of "just biting 
the bullet." 


Four persons, including two commu- 


ters who ride the bus, a marketing ex- 
pert and the manager of a commuter bus 
company in Downers Grove, spoke in fa- 
vor of Metron's continuation. 


"I think it would be very short sided to 


shut off a bus system. I think it is the 
coming thing and that we're involved in 
a pioneer effort that's essential to the 
long-range growth of our area," said 
Owen West, 103 W. Berkley Dr., who 
identified himself as a charter rider of 
the commuter bus service. 


Wilson Wadsworth, president of Com- 


munity Services Marketing Co., 700 W. 
Rand Rd., told the trustees that $1,000 to 
$1,500 investment in marketing could sub- 
stantially reduce Metron's financial defi- 
cit forecast. 


Trustee Harms, who unsuccessfully 


proposed subsidizing Metron through the 
end of the year, also called for more 
marketing of the bus service. 


MRS. HARMS said she did not consider, 


a subsidy of $60,000 to $80,000 — the 
amount needed to keep Metron in oper- 
ation through the end of the year — to be 
very much money in terms of the vil- 
lage's total budget. 


But Trustee Durava disagreed, suggest- 


ing that for the cost of the subsidy, "we 
could buy each rider a Honda and let 
him ride to the station." 


Durava also questioned whether Luis- 


ada should be retained as operator of the 
bus company if, in fact, the village is 
going to be paying all the cost of the 
service.

These kids know 
why we're having 
lousy weather 


THE WEATHER is recorded daily at St. Peter's Lutheran 
School in Arlington Heights. Eric Bosley is one of 35 


seventh-grade students participating in a student-oper- 
ated weather station as part ol the science curriculum.

Rain or shine, they make sure they un- 


derstand why and how weather happens. 


They are students at St. Peter's Lu- 


theran School in Arlington Heights who 
have their own special weather bureau 
and take, turns in determining the weath- 
er conditions for the day. 


On one segment of the wall in Gerald 


Seevers' science classroom, a window 
case protects gleaming steel-encased in- 
struments which are used to predict the 
weather. A recording barometer goes so 
slow that its small drum makes only one 
rotation a day. A mercury thermometer- 
hydrometer to measure humidity and 
other instruments are used by the stu- 
dents. 


"At the beginning of the year, Mr. See- 


vers gives us guidelines for weather," 
said Paul Thorns, a seventh grader. 


Students entering the seventh grade 


and who are interested in working on the 
weather station are taught the basics by 
eighth graders Who worked on the proj- 


ect the year before. Seevers gives a quiz 
to see if the prospective weathermen 
qualify. 


THIS YEAR ABOUT 35 students volun- 


teered to work on the weather station. A 
team of two students make daily records 
for a school week period and after 2 p.m. 
each day they call WMAQ-TV, Channel 
5 and relay the high and low tempera- 
tures. 


Charts tacked over the wall are used 


to help the youngsters. Outside, another 
portion of the weather station is located 
in the school's courtyard. A small weath- 
er box which resembles a bird house con- 
tains instruments used by the young- 
sters. A weather vane and wind speed 
indicator sits atop the school building. 


"About one quarter of the science cur- 


riculum is devoted to weather," Seevers 
said. "This station fits in so well." See- 
vers added that some of the students who 
worked on the weather station made 
their own after they graduated from 
class. 


School officials skeptical over unit-school study

School officials reacted skeptically 


Monday to the feasibility study for unit 
districts in Schaumburg and Palatine 
townships. 


The study also is being reviewed by 


the school reorganization division of the 
state superintendent's office. According 
to Leo Athas, legal adviser to Michael 
Bakalis, the state has been supporting 
the recent movement toward unit dis- 
tricts. 


The study conducted by a team of 


Northern Illinois University education 
professors, was presented Friday by 
Ralph Belnap, director of the study. 


"There is nothing in the study that 


tells me the education will be improved 


for any unit district," said Gorden Tho- 
ren, Dist. 54 board president. "I don't 
understand the need or benefit for com- 
munity identification. School identity is 
the greatest thing going. We'll have that 
whatever the organization." 


Community identity was stated in the 


study as the most significant result from 
forming unit districts. 


HE SAID THE STUDY contained in- 


consistencies and contradictions. 
"It 


makes statements that challenge the en- 
tire curriculum and school board without 
backup," he said. 


"I frankly was disappointed," said 


Margaret Pageler, Dist. 54 board mem- 
ber. "It wasn't a feasibility study. We 
haven't begun to face the specifics." 


She said she is not close-minded to unit 


districts but is waiting to see a -"real 
feasibility study" conducted. 


"It has to'be a drain on the education 


kids are getting when the central office 
is in a turmoil," she said. 


"I spent the weekend going over the 


report," said Robert Seger, High'School 
Dist. 211 board member from Schaum- 
burg. "I'm amazed at the number of con- 
tradictions and inaccuracies in the re- 
port." 


HE ALSO "WAS SHOCKED and ap- 


palled" by the actions of the committee 
petitioning for a unit district in Schaum- 
burg and portions of Elk Grove Village, 
Hanover Park, Roselle and Rolling 
Meadows currently in Dist. 54. 


"One area is starting the move without 


any community reaction frrom the rest of 
them," be said. 


"In my opinion the only reason to go 


for a unit district is an overwhelming 
benefit to going for a unit district," he 


said. "I can't see any reason to go for a 
unit district." 


"I don't think it would improve our 


programs and I think that is a para- 
mount consideration," said 
Richard 


Kolze, Dist. 211 superintendent. "I don't 
think community identity would have 
that much effect1 on the child in the 
classroom." 


Frank Whiteley, Dist. 15 superintend- 


ent, said community identification is not 
a problem in that district. 


Secretary of State 
starts probe of Imperial 


Investigators for Illinois Secretary of 


State Michael Hewlett have begun a 
probe into the operation of a company 
incorporated as a possible front for the 
scandal-ridden Imperial Inventors Inter- 
national Inc. of Des Plaines. 


The probe, which was sparked by Her- 


ald disclosures last month, centers 
around the incorporation of Midwest In- 
novations, which contends it does busi- 
ness at 912 W. Touhy Ave., Park Ridge. 


In April, The Herald disclosed that the 


Touhy Avenue address contained a pet 
shop and an answering service. Employ- 
es at the answering service indicated 
that Midwest Innovations did not main- 
tain offices there and that all mail and 
telephone calls for the company were 
forwarded to the offices of Imperial at 
2250 E. Devon Ave., Des Plaines. 


Imperial, M.I. and another apparent 


front company, Product Development 
Services, have been the topics of a con- 
tinuing Herald investigation since late 
1972. All three companies claim to offer 
marketing and development advice to in- 
ventors. Five present and former Impe- 
rial officials have been indicted on feder- 
al mail fraud charges and charged by 
Illinois Atty. Gen. William J. Scott with 
violation of the state consumer fraud act. 


INVESTIGATORS ARE NOW attempt- 


ing to determine the legitimacy of Mi's 
articles of incorporation. The state re- 
quires that the company name a regis- 
tered agent as its representative and that 


the articles of incorporation include the 
agent's name and address. 


Documents filed by MI with the secre- 


tary of state indicate that "J. Jones" is 
the registered agent for the company and 
the Park Ridge address as its office. 


Repeated calls by the Herald to the an- 


swering service and pet shop at the ad- 
dress revealed there was no "J. Jones" 
there. 


Imperial officials have repeatedly re- 


fused to comment on the relationship be- 
tween Imperial, MI and PDS. Sources 
close to the operation of the company in- 
dicated that employes work simulta- 
neously for all three companies. 


Under state law, if a corporation fails 


to correctly report the name and address 
of its registered agent, the secretary of 
state can request the Illinois attorney 
general to involuntarily dissolve the cor- 
poration.
